1. F[\Hat to allow of the ſaid Debt in Purchaſe, is cor ſ3nant with that Juſtice the Parlianent hath been pleaſed to afford, 
ior ſatixfying of the Publique Debts, as wel! to {ome Counties and Citties, as to pryate Perivis, and therefore wort: 
not add to the prelent charge of the Common-wealth. 

1 1. Thatit will be of great advantage to the Northerne Counties, and not of {o great detrimat co the Southerne Univerſities ; 
the City of Durham being above 150 Miles diſtant from Oxford or Cambridze, and is abou! the Center of the fix Northerne - 
Counties, being 2hour fifty Miles from Yorke, LancaFier, Kendall, Carhſle, and Berwicke, tie chiete Townes in thoſe Coun.

I I I. That the Scituation of the (aid City of D arham is pleaſant in a wholeſome aire, upon ; {weet River, that doth neer ſur. 
round the whole City : and the buildings aforeſaid will be ſuitable for ſuch a work, whici to, be demoliſhed will be of yery 
{mall value, there being no vent for the Materialls, moſt conſiſting of Stone-work. : 

I V. Thatit is within ſeaven miles of Sunderland, a Navigable Portat the mouth of the ſaid Eiver, within twelve miles of A(ew- 
caſtle, Hartlpcole, and Stockzon,converient places of Commerce, to have ſupplies from all p:rts in the Germane Seas. 

V. Thar Proviſions of all ſorts are plentifull, and Fire-fuell in abundance ; by means wherof Parents may at much lefſe ex-

Y beene deſtitute of apreaching Miniſter ; yea, ever ſince any of us that now are breathing were borne, to our ſoules great griefe and 
bs dreadfull hazard of deſtruttion ; neither is it our caſe alone bur alſo ten, yea or twelve Pariſhes all adjoyning,are in like manner void: 
i of the meanes of ſalvation, whoſe caſe and condition is deepely to be deplored : And as for us in Mugleſwicke wee have had none, 
" neithcr good nor bad ſince Aartinmas, Anno Nom, 1649. bur ſuch as the Scottiſh Presbicerie furniſhed us withall (bemoaning our miſerable 
geſtate) for hee who then ſupplyed the go deparced this life abour the day of the date above mentioned ;' and wee immediatly after his 
death rode to one Maſter Jam s, Miniſter of Riron, being one of the Prebends of Darham, intreating him with all carneſtneſſe with an 
humble Peticion, becauſe he then was in authoritie, and no more of that ſe& left in the Countie, bur all fled becauſe of the Scots; that 
this our poore Pariſh.of Mugl:ſwick; might once at length have the fruition of a faithfull Miniſter, bur hee anſwered that they (7iz.) the Pre- 
bends had already appointed us a man, namely one Fohn Dacry whom we knew; Then with all our ſoules wee beſought him that we_mighc 
be exempted of that D#ery, becauſe wee knew him to be no Preacher, and his life and conyerſation ſcandalous, and had two places at that 
preſent already as we told him ; and alſo thar he publikely confeſſed in a PuJpir before an open aſſembiy that hee could nor preach, and 
yet that aſpiring Prebend (whoſe lifeleſſe conſcience we leave to your cenſure) replyed that they had once authorized him, and wee neither 
could nor ſhould depoſe him, and healſorold us in plaine tearmes,thar if he could reade the prayer booke, and an homily, ic was nothing 
ro us what kind of man he was ; ſo when things would be no better, it behooved us to come home with theſe cold comforts, having heavy 
hearts that our ſoules ſhould a longer ſeaſon be inthralled roſuch a ſimple, yea (we dare fay) finfull Miniſter, wlio is ignorant of the very 
principles of Religion: (yer our Aliſuficient God(ſeeing that we were but breeding and beginning in Chriſtianitie )would ler no more be laid 
upon us then we were able to beare) and ſo ſeeing us unwilling to accept of him he gave over, Then the place being void for the ſpace of 
a whole yeare, wee our ielves berwixtgriefe and neceſſitie went abroad to ſeeke, and ir pleaſed our God to: ſend ſuch an one as our ſoules 
longed after,and no ſooner found we one whom our minds aFe&ed,but immediatly thoſe Prebends (who whether they were friends or foes 
ro.Chriſt, judge yec) that will not ſticke to hazard their heads, ſo they may hinder the truth, doe impoſe one Braidly upon us, a bird brought 
out of the neſt of their boſvumes, who (we may ſay without finne) is one of the moſt deboiſt amongſt the ſonnes of men, for hee will wie 
preach himſelfe nor yer permit others, but upon the Sabbath day hee rooke the Locke from the Church doore, and faſtned on one of his 
 owne, {o as thatthe Pariſhioners were forced for to ſtand in the Church yard to diſcharge divine duties with their Miniſter in cold froſt and 
ſnow,ro the infinite diſhonour of the Anightie, rhe gta griefe of their minds, and the dreadffill indangering of themſelves in that ſtormy 
. timeof the yeare ; other times before he came into the Church whilſt our own Miniſter was in his exhortation, and {tood up beſide him reading 
- witha loud voyce inn a booke to overtop the ſound of his words. Afterward pulled him by the coate when hee was in the Pulpir, but when 
- neither of theſe would cauſe him to deſiſt from duty, he goes and rings the Belgall aloud; neither is this all, bur out of malice cals a Commu. 
nion and enters upon the ſacred ation without any preparation Sermon before the day, Now the people having proteſted before as they 
were directed to doe before by the Parliament againſt all Popiſh innovaxions,they doubred and therefore durſt no: communicate with him in 
_ - theſe his corrupt courſes, And likewiſe the ſayd Braidly had affirmed before the open aſſembly, that the Proreſtation was falſe. Then hee 
- afterthat vemteth-his inveterate envie with his ſecret and finfull intention,for after that he had comeand colleted a Catalogue of-che names 
» of thoſe that had reſtrayning conſciences; at the next Seſſions after he indied them all above 14. yeares o]d and above, yea-many of chem - 
- being ſuch as a prudent Paſtor would in no wiſe have admiued roparjake of thoſe precious ordinances. by reaſon of their minorizis ant . 
; nonage, and fo atthis inſtant ſcarce liableto rhe cenſure of the Law, tothe number of 67. ſoules or more, yea many of them being indited a- 
- gaine and againe,are ſo proſecuted and perplexed as that they are even forced to forſake their yocations and callings,and caſt themſelves upon 
» .,the Lords ſpeciall providence, and others of them thar ſtaie, are driven to exceſſive expen<cs, many of them ro more then oY have of 
their owne ; and others againe, namely old women, and infirme women, being ſo great with child or fo newly delivered of child that they 
can neither ride nor goe, therefore doe deſire to keepe out of their clawes, yer their owne houſes cannor keepe them ſafe from certaine 
eſtiferousBayliffes, who through the procurement of the ſayd Zraidly are preferred to the office,thart like for lewd lives theycould no where elſe 
ave found among Chriſtians, for they are full as inhumane as thoſe Rebels in Ireland, that neither doubr nor dread ſuperiour powers; yea 
they will nor ſticke ro burſt and breake open doores, picke barres, and being come within the houſe they draw their Swords, and hold our 
Piſtols againſt poore womens breaſts, commanding them to light candles,otherwiſe they ſhall let them ſee a lamentable light with their Pi- 
ſto!s; and doe ſo aſtoniſh poore ſimple women with children that they drive them to a deſperate condicion, well nigh beſide themſelves. Some 
of the ſaid parties got a Warrant from a Juſtice ro bind them to the peace,and delivered irto the Bayliffe ro ſerve,and ſo they went before ſome 
of his Majelties J uſtices of peace (whereof Sir 7ohy Corners was one) who refuſed to binde thoſe deboilt fellowes; now the Bayliffes names are 
as followeth, Mater Clement Richardſon (who ſayd that they who had taken the Proteſtarion had need ro goe tothe Parliament to beg a par- 
don or elſe they would be beggered ) Hugh Foplin,T homas Foſer ſonne in law to the ſaid Zoplin, Cuthbert Hopper and Robert Simpſon,cheſe through 
the aſſiſtance of one Thomas Aiſſe, who is intimate with authority, and makes his brags openly that he is the author of all theſe troubles, and 
onely uſeth the reſt as agents for the effe+ing of theſe his miſchievous prankes, Now know to whomſoever theſe preſents ſhall come, that wee - 
arc a poore people, not fully as yer brought forth by the ſpirituall birth,and therefore helpe,helpe,helpe, as you render the honour of your hea- 
g; and finally know this, that all herein is truth, and nothing bur the truth, as all thoſe whoſe names are here ſubſcribed will

Lonceſter was an ancient Burrough, and had many Priviledges belonging ro ir, and granted by or before King Job. 
WS 3. '$- Rich, 3, Thoſe ewo Hundreds were added to it, and Incorporated and made che County Yille Glouces? and tome 
Priviledges granted to it. 
5H, 7. H.7. confirmed all by Charter. 
13H,8. H. 8. Incorporated and made it che Citic of Gloarefier, and the County of the Citic of Glouceſter, with a Confirma- 
tion of all their Priviledges, 
7Ed 6.3Eliz, Ic was alſo confirmed by Eaz.65. 3 Qu. El:z. and 3 King James, Bur Qu. Mary did not look upon them as friends to 
3 Jac. her Religion ; and therefore there was in hcr (ſhort Reign a Co warranto brovght againlt che Cite of Glouceſter, to de- 
prive them of their Priviledges : bur tailed. 
: Car. i. King Charles the ficlt enlarged their Priviledges in ſome particulars, and confirmed the reſi. 
So that the Unton hath ſtood neer Two hundred years. 
Now in the Bill for Reaſons to Diſ-unite them, it is alleadged, 
1. As inconvenient to the Kingdom. 2, As prejudicial to the Inhabirants. 
| And thereupon obje&, | 
Ovjer. That the inhabitants gtue no Votces to chaſe Parllament-men, etthey Knights of the Shive or Burgeſſes 3 the Burgeſſes betng by Pre- 
ſcription to be cheſen by the Burgeſſes of Glouceſter ; and that they cannot grwye their Voices in Com' Glouc' Zecauſe they are 11 
Com' Civir' Glouc', TED 
r Reſporſ. Glouceſter doth not hinder them to give Voices in the County ar large, bur deſire they may do fo ; they alſo have uſu- 
ally done (o ; and as Counſel tor Gloucefter affirm, by Law they may do ſo ; becauſe 
1. Icis provided by a Proviſo, both in the Grant of R.3. and Car, 1, That the County-Court for the County of Glow- 
cefier, and matters thereof, may be held in the County of the Citie of Glour” 707 obſtaxte thoſe Grants. 
2, Rather then thoſe Patents ſhould rake away ſuch a Right from any, the Patents in that point to be void in Law. 
This is 4p Juris. _ 
And Glouceſter was and.is deſirous it may be ſo declared or enacted by a Bill ; which may be done without Diſ-uniting. 
That 0 Gentlemen or Inhabitants in thoſe two Hundreds can be Juitices of the Peace there ; the Patent of King Charles confining 
zt oxely ta the Mator, Aldermen and Recorder, * ; 
7. Ic is inthe Kings power and will to name whom he pleaſeth to be Juſtices ; and by the Patent he hath appointed 
onely ſuch , w:z, the Maior, &c. 
2. Thoſe Gentlemen are Juſtices in the County of Glouceſter, | : 
And it though fir, it may by the ſame Bill be declared that the King may appoint any Gentlemen inhabiting un 
choſe two Hundreds to be Juſtices in them, as wellas the Maior, &c. and that alſo without Diſ-uniting. 
That there were great Miſcarriages tn the Mator, &<, 1m the exerciſe of thetr power : and did onely prove that «2 1644 the Wit- 
neſs was by Warrant required to bring his Cart to help to make clean the Citie,and to come to keep Watches : and that he carried one load, 
Ic was in the eime of the late Troubles, when the Martial power did then over-rule and dirc& the Civil power. 
So that in neer Two hundred years,but this Offence onely proved ; and that ſo long ſince,and when the Civil power 
was actually under the power and command of Martial men. 


on, Further Rx a so0Nns againſt the Diſ-union : 
(Satisfafton being giuen by a particular AF to the Geatlemen and Inhabitants of thoſe two Hundreds in the two particulars of Voices 
to chuſe Knights for the C ounty, and of being Juſtices tn thoſe two Hunareds.) 


7. Iris the Kings undoubted Right and Prerogative to grant and make ſuch Incorporations, which (if inconvenient) 
were fit to be complained of to the King by Petition z and direQion from the King to remedy it. 

2, If there be any Oppreſlion by, or Miſcarriage in the Exerciſe of the Powers granted to the Corporation , it may 
Legally be Tryed and Remedied by a Quo #arrazto to be brought by the Kings Attorny to ſeiſe and way Ars thoſe Liber - 
ries, for Miſuſer. 

3. The Dukedomof Glouceſter is the Title tor the Kings third Son ; and we hope to fee a third Son of his Majeſtic 
enjoy thar Title, but nor to ſee the Priviledges and JuriſdiQionof that place currayl'd in the mean time. 

4. There be Alms-houſes and Hoſpitals ( intruſted to the care of the Maior, ec.) that are out of the Citic, in thoſe 
Hundreds ; and ſome Alms-houſes in the Cirie,bur the Lands to them do lie much in thoſe two Hundreds : and ir wall be 
much prejudice to the good government of them, if the Governours be not in power there as Juſtices of the peace. 

5. There be ſeveral Pariſhes,whereof the Pariſh-Churches are in the Citie and Suburbs of Gloucefter, and moſt of the 
Poorof thoſe Pariſhes are in the Citie and Suburbs ; bur ſeveral Hamlets, Villages and places which are Pariſh to thoſe 
Churches, do lic in the ſaid two Hundreds ; ſo thar if the Maior and Aldermen be nor Juſtices in thoſe two Hundreds, 
the maintenance and relief tor thoſe Poor will be ſo uncertain, that the Lame and Impotent may periſh before they can 
haveredrefs from abroad ; whereas now they may have recourſe to the Citic- Juſtices every hour. ; 

6. Thegenerality of the Inhabitants, and many of them of conſiderable Ettates, do nor deſire to be diſ-united from 
Glouceſter , becauſe they finde much Eaſe and Advantage by the Union , and foreſee them(clves liable to much Trouble . 
and Charge by the Diſ-union.

H E Claims of the Adjacent Inhabitants to every Foreſt are of Right ( and ought to be in their 
Uſe) fuch only as may conſiſt with the Good and Preſervation of the Whole. Burt the Abuſes. of 
the Claims in New Foreſt are, what (without ſpeedy Remedy) will be the DeſtruQtion of ir. And 
therefore if an Enquiry ſhould be made judicially concerning them, they would be ſer alide ; but 
are however laved in the Bill. 


THE Perſons claiming Rights in this Foreſt, do rather pay Acknowledgments, than Rents; and what the few 
of them do pay, is very inconſiderable, but none of them are obliged to ; nor do they keep, and conſtantly pay 
Perſons to perform the Offices of Woodwards or Foreſters in the ſeveral Bailywicks, as is done for like Tenures in 
the Foreſt of Deane, even notwithſtanding the Settlement by Act of Parliament. 


THE Lands in the ſaid Foreſt have been found by Meaſure to contain 85454 Acres: And "tis a miſtake to ſay, 
That the Pariſhes, Mannors, &«. that have Claims in the ſame, are comprehended within that Meaſure : For the 
Pariſhes and Towns of Downton, Fordenbridg, Ringwood, Limington, &c. have all Claims within the Foreſt, and are 
nevertheleſs without the Metes and Bounds of the tame : And the Keeper's Rails with New Park, do not contain 
5000 Acres, (as in the Caſe) but about 1420, and no more. 


AS little Grounds are there for the other Computation of Woods, Coverts and Boggs; the firſt and ſecond of 


theſe being all open to the Commoners, ( except Kzng*s Coppice, which is about 80 Acres) and the Boggs are not 
500 Acres in the whole. | 


AS to TIncloſures, the Kings and Queens of Exy/and have in all times encloſed quantities of Waſte in this Foreſt for 
raiſing Wood and Timber ; Without which the Commoners Rights would have been deſtroyed, as Bimley-Coppice, 
New-Coppice, Redley-Coppice, Wooton-Coppice, &c. And Q. Elizabeth in the 36th Year of her Reign, demiled ſeve- 
ral Coppices to Auguſtine Hill and others, for the Term of 21 Years. And King James the Firſt, leaſed Brick:ll- 
Caſtle Coppice, and Broadſtone-Coppice ; and until now it was never ſuggeſted that the Crown might not encloſe, 
or that ſuch Incloſure was any Encroachment upon the Rights of the Commoners ; and indeed if the Drifts of the 
Foreſt be made as direc<d by the Bill, the"Commoners Rights will be preſerved, and the Breed of Cattel en- 
larged and improved ; the Surcharges and others that have no Right, now devouring at leaſt one third of the 
whole Herbage. 


AS little reaſon is there to pretend, that either the Corn or Cattel of any of theſe Inhabitants, that have Right 
in this Foreſt, have been ſent into Somerſerſhire, Devenſhire, &c. there being little Corn-Ground near the Foreſt, 
( except ſome late Improvements) and the Cattel bred in the Foreſt are not of a ſize or largeneſs for thoſe Countries. 
And for the Horſes, they are generally ſuch as ( contrary to Law ) run all the Year in the Foreſt : and ſome conti- 
ue eight or nine Years old, and then are not worth above three or four Nobles at moſt. 


AS for Fuel-wood, there is a Saving for that in this Bill, ( which was not admitted for the Inhabitants of 
Deane-Foreſt ) and the Provifaon againſt Browſing, will enable this Foreſt the better to ſatisfy that Claim : For in 
the Year 1696, the Browle taken up ( beſides what was concealed ) amounted to 2019 Loads of Wood and Tim- 
ber, which 15 more than all the Rights of Fuel in any one Year. | 


AS to Pannage, that is only reſtrained by the Bill for ſome time, as in the AQ for Deane-Foreſt ; which Pannage 
docs oftentimes the People more hurt than good : 'They ought ro have it only for what Hogs they breed ; but inſtead 
tnereof they buy Hogs from Wales, &c. upon hopes of a good Maſt ; which not happening above once in four or 
tive Years, when it does ſo happen, it ſcarcely makes amends for the former Diſappointment. 


S O that upon the whole, neither the Rights of the Crown, the Services of the Navy, nor Claims of the Peo- 
ple, can be preſerved without the Bill.

+ 2—\Hat the beſt, cheapeſt, and moſt likely way of Raiſing Timber i the New Foreſt, 
is by Tranſplanting young Trees all over the ſaid Foreſt, ro fuch particular {pots 
and pieces of Ground, where the Soil is moſt proper for tne ſame; and 1n pre- 
ſerving the ſame with, and among the Buſhes ; and not by Inclofting, Plowing, 
and Sowing the Foreſt, 

There have been trvyals formerly made by Incloſures, and the Ground ſown with Acorns, 
any of which never grew, or came to any thing. 

Thar the Foreit, ſuppoſed to be 385454 Acres, conſiſts in the four forts of ground, and of 
the ſeveral Quanrities following; In Inclaſed Lands, lying in ſeveral Pariſhes, Villages and 
Townſhips, within the bounds of rhe Foreſt, and in the Keepers Railes, and in New Park, 
25090 Acres ; In Heath, Furſe, and boggy ground about two thirds of the reſt of the Foreſt 
being 40000 Acres, and in Woods and Covert Ground 10000 Acres, 

Thar no parc of this ground is fit for Plowing or Sowing, ſuch thereof as 1s not incloſed, 
being part full of Roots of old Trees, and the reſt barren and boggy ground Ground, 

Thar the R cſidue being 10454 Acres of Paſture, a great part thereof is under Water in the 
Winter time, and therefore unfit to bear Timber, | 

That on the ſamethe Commoners feed yearly 20000 young Cattle, beſides Horſes, Colts, 
and the Kings Deer. | PE Os 

That the. incloſing 6000 Acres thereof, willdeprive the Commoners of their Paſture, and 
moſt certainly occaiion the many great Lofles of which they complain, without railing Trmber- 
frees. 

That a great cauſe of hindring the rifing of the young Trees is the Pigs which now run in 
Foreſt all rhe year, by their digging up and cating the Acrons and young Shootes. 

To prevent the ſame, the Foreſt may be cleared of Pigs, and be.always kept(cxceptin the pan- 
Nige timc.) | 

The burning and cutting down of Buſhes and Fern (which preſerve the young Shootes, che 
making unlawtul Cole-fires, and the imprudent, and waſteful cutting of Browſe-wood and Lop- 
ping of Trees, are great cauſes of hindring the riſing of young Trees, and deftrution of the 
Timber, which for the future may be preyented. 

The Keepers and Officers may take care to preſerye the young Trees: which may be done 
without an incloſure, 5 

The Keepers (who belt know the places proper to bear Timber} will undercake to raiſc rear- 
ly in the ſaid Foreit 5000 Young Trees, for a reaſonable Salary for their care and pains of rem 
ving and planting the ſame in a convenient and proper Soil, and preſerving them with Buthes, 
which will be far cheaper to the King, and no loſs to the Commoners. 

There now arc 10000 young Oaks growing on 1000 Acres, prele. ved by the care of ſome 
of the Keepers. | 2» 'Y 

This will be done without cutting down aty Timber now growing and will be a more 
certain way for railing and preſerving Timber, 'than inclofing ground and ſowing Acorns, 
which will never grow in the greateſt part of the Foreſt ground. 's

ot take a falſe, ſcandalous Forgery and Fiction for 
Truth, that the Mayor acted freely, voluntarily and 
cheerfully, and his Brethren unanimouſly, conſtantly and 
ſteddily. If any Man yet doubt what put the Corpora- 
tion upon this Action, and whether a Quo Warranto were 
ſent for or not ?

Shewing. 
HAT on Tueſday the 28th Day of November laſt, about Midnight the Roof of the 
ſaid Pariſh-Church fell in, whereby the Walls of the ſaid Church are fo ſhaken, that 
by the Judgment of skillful Workmen that made a View thereof, the ſaid Church 
cannot be Repaired but muſt be Rebuilt : The Charge whereof, by a moderate 
Computation, will amount to the Sum of 6000/1. and upwards, which the Inhabitants of the 
Pariſh are not able to raiſe ; but humbly hope the Honourable Houst of CoMMons will 
compaſſionate their deplorable Condition, and give them ſuch Relief therein, as they in their 
Wiſdom ſhall thiak fit, and for the Reaſons following : | 


1. The Decay of the ſaid Church was not perceiv'd by the Inhabitants, and conſequently 
could not be prevented; and that the fall of the Roof was ſudden and unexpected, occalion'd 
by a hidden Defe& in the innermoſt Part of the largeſt and principal Pillar, that fell and 
brought the Roof with it, and not by Negligence of the Pariſhoners, who from Time to 
Time conſtantly and diligently Repaired all Defe&s of the ſaid Church as ſoon as diſcover'd, 
and within a few Years laſt paſt had laid ont ſeveral Hundred Pounds in the Support ana 
Decoration thereof, and did not apprehend the ſame in any Danger ; but believed it might have 


. ſtood Hundreds of Years. 


1. That the Town is within this Twenty Years mightily Depopulated and Deſerted by the 
Richer Sort, who formerly liv'd there, and gave it the Reputation of a Wealthy Pariſh, as is 
evident by the largeſt and beſt Houſes now being Empty, and having been ſo for ſome Years. 


III. That the greateſt Part of the few Gentlemen that.now live there, are only Tenants at 
Will, and therefore it cannot be expected they will be at ſo great an Expence as the Building of 
a Church in a Pariſh where they have no Eſtate, and from wheace they may remove at Pleaſure ; 
ſo that the Burden of Building the ſaid Church muſt be upon the greateſt Number, which are the 


Pooreſt of the Inhabitants. 


IV. That Nine Parts of Ten of the Inhabitants of the ſaid Pariſh conſiſts of Seamen, Wa- 
termen, Fiſhermen, and others, who for the moſt part are Imploy'd it Her Majeſty's and the 
Merchants Service at Sea, and have numerous Families: And the Trading Part of the Town 
(conſiſting only in the Neceſlaries of Life) are in a low Condition by the long Credit they are 
forc'd to give to Sea-fairing-Men and their Families, which are frequently in long Arrears of 


Pay. 


V. So many Maſter of Families, Inhabitants of the Pariſh, have been loſt in the great Storm, 
Sir Cloxdſley ShovePs Misfortune ; and other Accidents of War, their Widows and Children, 
tothe Number of 3000 and upwards, have b2come a Charge to the Pariſh, and have been Main- 
tained and Provided for (and many of them are {till ſo) at the Charge of the reſt of the Pa- 


riſhoners. 


VI. That the faid Pariſhoners having ſor Forty Years paſt, contributed to the Rebuilding of 
St. PauPs and other Churches by the Taxes on Coals, the greateſt Number of the Inhabitants (and 
upon, whom the inſupportable Burden of Building the Pariſh Church muſt lie) being Perſons that 
Daily venture their Lives in Her Majeſty's Service, and for the Defence of their Country, lt is 
Humbly Preſumed they may be entitled to the Compaſſion of the Honurable Hows #® of 
CoMMONsS for ſome Relief in this their Deplorable Calamity ; and that as'the Town hath 
hitherto been without Ditſenting Meeting-Houſe, ſo the Hopes of ſuch who (taking Advantage of 
the want of a fit Place for the Service of God)endeavour to ſeduce the Inhabitants from their for- 
mer Zeal for the Church of England to Schiſm and Enthuſiaſm, may be fruſtrated.

F HE City of Rocheſter is a very ancient City, and 1 E. 3. was incorpo- 
rated by the name of the Mayor and Citizens of the City of Ro- 
cheſter ; who by Preſcription and Grants of his Majeſtie's Royal Predeceflors 
have enjoyed two Fairs yearly, and two Markets weekly, in the ſaid City, 
the Profits whereof have been the ſupport of the fame, and without which 
tis impoſſible to keep up that reputation which ſuch a City may reaſonably 
require ; for which the City pays a Fee-farm-rent of 12/2. to the King, 


Sir Oliver Boteler, having an Eſtate in Chatham , within half a Mile di- 
ſtant from the faid City, out of a real deſign for his own private advantage, 
did obout two years avs by ſurprize' obtain his Majeſtie's Letters Patents 
for the keeping of one Fair yearly, (though he held one there before ) and 
one Market weekly, at Chatham, which it it had or ſhould continue muſt 
inevitably be the ruin of fo ancient a Corporation. 


The City being thus ſurpriſed were adviſed to bring a Sczre facias in the 
King's Attorney General's name ſetting forth therein the matter of fa&t, to 
revoke the ſaid Patent, whereto Sr. Olzver appeared and demurrd ( which 
admits all the matter of fa&t to be true) and in Z7/Hary Term laſt, upon 
ſolemn arguments by Counſel on both ſides, before the right houourable the 
Lord High Chancellour of Exgland,afſiſted by the Lord chief Juſtice North and 
Mr. Juſtice Foxes, who delivered their opinions ſerzatim, that the Patent ought 
to be reverſed. Judgment was by the faid Lord High Chancellour given 
for the King to have the faid Patent vacated, which is entred accordingly. 


Notwithitanding which the ſaid Sr. O/zver Boteler has brought 
his Writ of Errour before your Lordſhips in Parliament to re- 
verſe the faid Judgment ,- whereby to put the faid City to- 
further Trouble and Expence. 


T he Caſe between the Mayor and Aldermen of Canterbury, and Mr. Serjeant Hardres their late Re- 
corder, Humbly preſented to the conſideration of the Honourable the Knights, Citizens and Burgeſſes 
in Parhament Aſſembled.

one Nichols dwelling in the ſaid City. 
The Mayor ſent for Read, who confeſſed he had had to do with her, and agreed to Marry her, and did Marry her accor- 
'> dingly. Which done, 

The Mayor ſent his Warrant to the Church-Wardens and Overſeers of the Pariſh of St. George, where Read then lived with his 
Maſter , to provide for her according to Law. 

Which Overſeers went to Serjeant Hardres (who dwells in that Pariſh ) to know what they ſhould do about this matter; and he 
made a Warrant to carry her to St. Andrews Pariſh, where it was pretended ſhe had formerly dwelt in Service: And ſhe being car- 
ried thither, 

The Pariſh of St. A-drew, they complained to the Mayor 3 who ſent for the Overſeers of St. George, and demandeded why they 
did not provide for the ſaid Woman according to his Warrant ſent to them? They anſwered, that Serjeant Hardres had ordered the 
contrary 3 Therefore they would not make any Proviſion for her. Upon this, the Mayor ſent and acquainted Serjeant Hardres, That 
he having himſelf examined the matter, made his Warrant to the Overſeers of St. George's Pariſh to provide for the Woman till the 
Seſſions: Therefore deſired the Serjeant to recall his Subſequent Warrantz the which he refuſed to do, unleſs the Mayor would alſo 
recall his Warrant. | 

The Mayor then ſent to the Serjeant, to know when he would be at leiſure to keep a Seſſions (the Priſon of the City being full 
of Prifoners ): He appointed 24onday the 12th of April inſtant. The Mayor thereupon on the Two next preceding Market-days, 
Proclaimed the Sefltons for that day; and provided a Dinner ( for the Aldermen his Brethren, and the Sheriff, and divers Gentle- 
men who are uſually invited ) according to the uſual cuſtom. | 

At the time appointed, when the Mayor and Aldermen were met, and about Two hundred Citizens were aſſembled together in 
the Court-Hall, the Mayor and Aldermen ſent for the Serjeant who came, but ( when there) refuſed to joyn with them in holding 
the ſaid Sefſtons ; openly declaring to all the People, that the Mayor was no Mayor, becauſe he had not taken the Oaths accord- 
ing to the Statute of 25. Carol. Secund. So that 

( The Quarter Seſſions being appointed by the Charter of King James, to be held before the Mayor anc Recorder, and any Two 
other Juſtices ) there could no Seffions be held at that time z which carriage of the Serjeant had fo ill eftect, and made ſuch Impreſ- 

f1on on the Common people, that they refuſed to obey the Mayor or any of the Officers of the City - A matter of ill preſident, and 
as 1s humbly conceived, of a dangerous conſequence. - 4 / 

The Mayor was choſen and ſworn at Michzelmas laſt, and kept his arit Quarter-Sefſions a week after 3 and not being adviſed that 
he ought to take the ſaid Oaths, he negle&ed the doing thercut at the ſaid Seſſions; but in XMichatlmras Term laſt, fo ſoon as he 
knew he was to take them, he did take them in the High Court ©: Chancery before the Lord Keeper, which Serjeant Hardres well 
knew to be true : And thereupon in Jarwary laſt, joyned with hin and the Aldermen in keeping their ſecond General Quarter-Secſlions, 
and appointed the time for the keeping of this Seſſions, never making any fcruple concerning the Mayor's not having taken the laid 
'Oaths till they were met in the Gxild-hall ; and then done only to make the Mayor and Aldermen contemptible to. the people. 

Upon this publick affront and denial of Juſtice, and that they might be enabled to keep a Seſſions, and deliver their Goal ( then 
full of Priſoners ) the Mayor and Aldermen upon the 13th of April inſtant, aflembled together, and by the Majority of Voices, remo- 
ved the ſaid Serjeant from being Recorder : And have ſince choſen Mr. Barrett in his Place (the which they are by Charter impowered 
to do) and their choice approved of by the generality of the Commonalty. : 

For the Charter of King James, by which the ſaid Office was firſt granted to the Mayor and Commonalty, direqs that the Recorder 
ſhall be choſen by the Mayor and Aldermen, or the greater number of them, whereof the Mayor to be one, and being ſo choſen, {hall 
continue during the good will and liking of the Mayor and Aldermen of the faid City for the time being, or the greater number of 
them ( whereof the Mayor to be one) and no otherwile.

He ſaid Mannor of Newington Barrow and other Lands , about the year 1629 were 
conveyed by His late Majeſty todivers perſons in truſt for Sir A//z# Apſly Knight de- 
ceaſed. then oneof the ViRuallers of the Navy, for no other conlideration but 
to enable him to make payment of divers Debts due to hisCredicors for Marine 
Proviſions taken up from them , upon Credit for the ſervice of his ſaid Majeſties 
Navy, amounting to the value of 20000 /. and upwards ; which is otherwiſe ſer 

forth in Mr. 4»fins Caſe, The truth hereof appears by the ContraR ir ſelf, and Givers Orders of * 
Council made before and after the ſaid Grant, and the late Attorney General Sir oh» B ankes his 
Report to his late Majeſty and Council made inthar behalf. 

And it is believed to be true that at thetime of the ſaid Grant, the Demeſnes of this Mannor 
_ were in Leaſe for 36 years thento come, at the yearly Rent of 67 /. 11 s. 9 4. But the Perquiſits of 
Courts and Contingent Profits of the ſaid Mannor have been worth (Communibus Annrs)} ten times 
more than inthe ſaid Caſe is expreſſed. 

That the 3000/7. Conſideration mentioned to be paid by Auiz the Grandfather for the faid 
Mannor , was not really and boa fide paid for the ſame ; as in the ſaid Caſe is untruly ſuggeſted :

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GENTLEMEN, | 
Hat England ts ſecond to no Nation for all things that can delight the Sons of men for 


a happy Government, for a Valiant, Loyal, and Religzous Feople; all Authors, both 

Antient and Modern, do allow : It's our Glory that the firſt Chriſtian Emperour 

aud King in the Univerſe, were Natives of this Iſland : The Goſpel flouriſht here in 

the very dawning of it, and ſo continued until the Tenth Perſecution under Diocle- 
ſian, for though it was the laſt, yet 'twas the firſt the Britains felt : afterwards it was reſtor'd by 
Conſtaritine the Great, the aforeſaid Emperour ; and did ſhine again here, until the Saxon Cru- 
elty and Paganiſm had almoſt utterly extinguiſht it : Tt was afterwards reviv'd by Auguſtine the 
great Apoſtle of the Engliſh Saxons, in the year 686. 

That Providence has given us ſo choice an Inheritance, is no ordinary Mercy, though common to 
all its Inhabitants. Now if this Bleſſing is capable of any improvement, we Citizens of Oxtord en- 
joy it. Tou know in the Land of Ham there was a Goſhen for God's choſen People, in which they 
were ſafe, when all Egypt beſides felt the heavy Hand of Divine Vengeance for its Wickedneſs. 
This City has been the peculiar care of God, and his Servants our Soveraigns, for more than eight 
hundred years. It was the Learned and Warlike King Altred that firſt made it the Seat of our 
Engliſh Rabbies ; no doubt but he conſulted the Scituation, the Fertility of its Soil about it, the 
Pureneſs of its Air, and all things convenient for ſo glorious an undertaking : It's the Boaſt of our 
Country, and the Sight of it ; the Brag of all Travellers. From Altred's days to ours.it has been the 
Fountain of al Learning, Piety, Loyalty, and Virtue ; ſo that it's hard to believe that our Citizens 
can be otherwiſe than Good men. - Ten Righteous Perſons had ſav'd Sodom ; Can a Soul then be 
loſt here , that have ſo many eminent Divines to Inſlrutt and Pray for us That our Kings have 
always held this Place in great Eſteem, I ſhall make you ſenſible +: *Twas the Royal Seat of ſome 
of the Saxon Kings. Maud the Empreſs, the Daughter and Heir of Henry the Firſt, found ſafety 
here againſt the Uſurper Stephen. Xing John and Henry the Third held Parliaments in this 
Place to cirb their head:ſtrong and unruly Barons. Many other Kings have call d their Great 
Councils hither, to ftem the Tyde of Fattion and Rebellion. Charles the Martyr, and Charles the 
Merciful are full to our purpoſe. Charles the Firſt, from this place had opportunity to retire from 
a'Prevailing Trayterous Eng/iſh Army, though indeed he unfortudgtely met with as bad, or worſe, 
of Scots. Charles the Second, here recerved Advice from Heaven to put an end to the 
worſt Councils of the worſt Parliaments that ever England had ; I ſay again,” the Worſt, and will 
wot yield the point, though that of Forty One be offered to me : rhe Reaſon's manifeſt, becauſe 
that Parliament did not fall to the extremity of Miſchief, till if was firſt modell'd and forced b 
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the Army their then Maſters ; ſo that it was but the Rump of that Parliament which afted that 
Horrid Villany upon the Sacred Perſon of the Royal Martyr, which was never out-done, but by the 
Fews. The Oxford Parliament, by inclination, were for breaking through all Bounds and Methods 
of Government and Succeſſion : they aim'd at Impoſſibilities, by wvainly attempting to divide the 
United Hearts of the two Royal Brothers ; the one muſt not ſucceed the other in bis Dominions, be- 
cauſe the Enemies to both would ſucceed in their Treaſons. Thus far IT go, becauſe Oxtord was 
the Scene of this Mighty Change, when both Church and Srnrg! lay under great Convulfons. We 
had a ſudden and ſpeedy Deliverance ; our Fears are vaniſhtgz no Evil can come to us, if we att 
none. Tt has been objerv'd, that in times of greateſt Difhew##y,” brave Spirits ( as great Princes 
have great Miniſters) have been always rais'd to eaſe the Royal Flead : Who they are, at preſent 
to name them, is to leſſen them, their Attions being ſo conſpicuous ; for which they now enjoy the high- 
eſt Places under the Wifſeſt of Princes.

If it ſhall be objefted, That we have at any time made a ſtand in our 
Duty; 1 anſwer, The belt Man ſins, and that often too: Ours was but a little too eager a Zeal for 
o«#r Priviledgees : We ſaw our Errour, and ſoon implor'd Mercy, and as ſoon had it : So that he's a 
Stranger 16 us, that doubts our Loyalty; this City has been always eminent for it : It was for that 
chiefly we can number ſo many Charters : There's hardly a Monarch fince the Conqueſt, but we can 
produce his Seal to ſome new Grant or C onfirmation. 4 could wiſh that we had no occaſion to remem- 
ber, that "tas not long ago that we were like to have loſt all: His late Majeſties Quo Warranto 
wou'd have made Ii bote-ſale-work, had it proceeded; it bad left us a Town, without either City, or 
Corporation : But a Gracious Prince,a Powerful Advocate for us with him, the Earl of Abbington, 
ro whom you can never make (ufficient Acknowledgment ) and a Loyal prudent Magiſtrate, preſeru'd 
e's ; otherwiſe we had met with the Fate of London, who has its Magiſtrates now, *but at pleaſure. 
It's a great Vill, and that's all, when Czlar ſays the Word. What cou'd we hope for, when ſhe fel, 
that was {o ſupported by Parliaments and Charters > Tou muſt know her great Sin was Caballing a- 
eainft the Government ; which is altogether Antipodes to the Inſtitution of Corporations : Shops were 


made for Trade and Commerce, aud not for ſtating the Queſtion about Politicks, and the Arcana of 
Government ; they are matters above our Conſideration. Our Pof7 is Obedience, aud Submiſſion to the 
Soreraign Power. The Miniſter need not inſtrutt the Farmer what Grain to ſow for his Tythe-ſake. 
Mord not one of you Ridicule me for pretending to dirett you in the Cunning of your Trade > Frery 
thing dves bejt 1n's own Flement : Flad London conſidered that, ſhe had not loſt thoſe Immunities 
which ſhe has exjoyed many Ages. 1t's vain to think his Majeſty will ſuffer ſo many Petty Common- 
wea'ths within bis Kingdoms, as Corporations ſeem to be ; when they, \Jzza-like, profanely ( though 
to-2 contrary end \ hold forth the hand to touch the Ark. There is an implied Condition in all Cor- 
norttions, That ſo long as they keep within their Obedience 10 Majeſty, they are ſafe ; but if once they 
\ival Kings it their Koyal Concerns, Adieu to all Priviledges and Franchiſes. It cannot be denied, 
but that Cerpero? ions have been once fatal to the Kingdom. What Armies did London ſend out a- 
£26: her Ser aign, in the Never-to-be-forgotten Rebellion ! Moſt Corporations did their parts. 
Bir Gxford indeed was all White, all Innocent ; nay, let me do it more right, 'twas a Retreat for In- 
1:r'd Majeſty; it ſtood not a Looker on, but heartily and loyally Eſpous'd the Royal Intereſt. 

] know it's expecled that T ſhou'd ſay ſomething of the Government of this City for two years laſt 
poſt znder the Loyal Sir W illiam Walker, your Mayor. TI am weryglad, for his ſake, that his Merits 
ure ſo eminent ; otherwiſe he wou'd ſuffer much by the Chara#*ter ] were able to give him. Fis be- 
ins formerly in that Office, and your Choice of him again, 1s a ſufficient demonſtration of his great Inte- 
C111 v aud Abilities in that Station. His late Majeſty (who, like Solomon, knew from the C edar to 
the Shrub) commended your Choice ſo well, that he made you happy in him a third time.

EFORE the Statute made in the Seventh and Eighth Years of WWilltam 
and Mary, the Poor of the ſaid City was managed by che: Church- 


Warden of every particular Pariſh, and then very little or no Care was 
taken of them, and conſequently were neceſſitated to beg about rhe 
Streets, like unto the Poor of the City of Lonaoy, tothe great Annoyance of the 
Inhabitants of the ſaid City of Bri//o/ and Places adjacent. | 


To remedy which Evil, the City of Bri/fo! obtained the ſaid Statute of 
Seventh and Eighth of William. and Mary, by: Vertue whereof the ſaid Work- 
houſe and Hoſpital were EreQted, in order to Employ ſuch of thei Poor as were 
able to work and provide for others of them that were incapable: to help them- 
ſelves, either thro' Old Age, or other Infirmities ; by which ſaid Statute no Guard- 
ian, or other Officer Ele&ed for managing the ſaid Poor, was obliged to qualify 
himſelf by taking the Sacrament ; neither is any Church-Warden, Overſeer, or 
 Veſtry-Man, obliged ſo to qualify himſelf by any Law now in force. 


In another Statute made in the Tenth Year of King Wi/ljam the Third, for 
Ere&ing Hoſpitals and Work-Houſes within the Town of 7;vertoy, in the County 
of Devon, for the better Employing and Maintaining the Poor thereof, a Clauſe 
was inſerted for a further Proviſion for the Poor of the ſaid City of Bri/fo!, but 
no Notice was there taken of the Sacrament, or that any Guardian, or Officer of 


the Poor within the ſaid City of Br:/tol, ſhould qualify himſelf for ſuch Office 
by taking the ſame. 


In the Twelfth Year of the late Queen an Additional Sum was granted by 
Parliament for the better Employing and Maintaining the Poor of the faid City 
of Briſtol, by reaſon the late War had filled the ſaid City with Multitudes of 
Widows and Orphans (their Husbands and Fathers being utterly ruin'd thereby) 
Yet the Bill brought into. Parhamens for that Purpoſe was very ſtrenuouſly op- 
pos*'d (by a few 4ll diſpos'd Perſons) in both Houſes; But the Wiſdom of the 
then Parliament plainly ſaw the great Neceſlity there was for granting ſuch Ad- 
ditional Sum, and gave-it-accordingly : And the Enemies to the faid Bill then 
perceiving their:Deſigns fruſtrated, were for rendring the ſame in a manner in- 
effe&ual, by inſerting aClaufe, Thar no Perſon ſhould be Elef&ed a Guardian 
or Officer of the Poor, -who ſhould not have taken the Sacrament according to 
the Rites of the-Church of Zxg/azd, which Innovation was never dream'd of 
before, and thereby the whole.Burthen of managing the ſaid Hoſpital and Work- 
houſe fell upon the Church-Men only, and the Diſſezters, who have been equal 
Benefaftors to, and alfo equally ſerviceable in managing the ſaid Work-Houſe 
and Hofpital, ahd who alſo have (from time to time) provided for their own 
Poor, are diſqualified from bearing any Office or Employment therein. 


Note, The Church Party do now perceive their Miftake by incumbering them- 
ſelves with Offices unattended with Profir, Honour, or Intereſt, and by hindering 


the Diſſenters from bearing any ſhare thereof, which they always did, uatil the 
making the Statute in the ſaid Twelfth Year of the late Queen, |

| Note alſo, The End of the Bill now depending i the Honourable Hoult 6f 
Cotmmons is to ehforce Perſons to bear ſuch Offices in the management of the Poor 
into "y ich they ſhall be duly EleQted, and in ſome Meaſure to caſe Church-Men 


in the ement of the Poor, by letting in Diſſearers to bear a Share with 
ther, and not to prevent Perſons from doing Good and Charitable Deeds, or to 
deſtroy the Sacramental Teſt, the latter of which is fallly infinuated without 
Doors. 


Note, There are Eighty and Eight Perſons in Number who bear Offices or 
Employments in the Management of the faid Poor, and who are annually Elefted 
into ſuch Offices, by means whereof (as the Law now ſtands) it happens, Thar 
withia the Space of a very few Years the ſame Perſon is elected ſeveral times 
into ſome Offece or other, and thereby becomes wearied with aCting in ſuck 
manner, and for ſuch Good and Pious Ends, as the Duty of ſuch Office may 
require. 


- And for the above Reaſons (with many more that might be urged) *tis hoped 
that the ſaid Quallifying Clare, inſerted in the Statute Twelfth of the late Queen, 
may be repeal'd, without giving the leaſt Offence to any.

- IT. * The Inclofing of the ſaid Lawn is contrary to the main ſcope and intent of the IJate A& of Parlia- 
ment, Intituled, 4 A& ſor the Increaſe and Preſervation of Timber within the Forreſt of Deane, and for the 
Tzcloling of 11000 Acres thereof, which expreſfles that ſuch ground fha}l be Incloſed as 1s moſt apt and meer 
to produce Wood and Timber for the future benefit of the Kingdom, and may be beſt ſpared from the uſe 
of the Commoners. For, firſt, This A& declares this Lawn altogether unfit for the producing of Wood or 
Timber. And ſecondly, This Fallmoor cannot be ſparcd from the nic of the Commoners, without the grea- 
telt miſchief to them imaginable, ſending them above five miles for Common, who have it now lying at their 
doors, and taking from them more in value by Incloling this 250 Acres than the taking away of 10600

This Order conſiſts of Two Parts, upon Two Bills of Charity: 
That of Smith's Cale was brought into the Houle of Lords by the 
Lord Biſhop of Lond.» upon my Humble Requeſt the laſt Seſſions, 
and then read once ; The other I carried up to Your Lordſhips by 
Order of the Houſe of Commons; and then both of them were 
Read, (viz ) the Fourth of Maarh la$f, and Commirted together, 
(as aforeſaid:) Bur finding ſome Oppoſitions againſt both the Bills, 
not to the Matter of either, but by throwing Scandals on Me , as 
if I were a Perlon thar ſuggeſted needlels and impertinent Bills to 
Your Lordfhips : And that I did concern my ſelf in matters where- 
in T ought not to be concern'd, to the dilquiet of thoſe Charitable 
Guifts , which have receiv'd no Interruption for many Years paſt, 
(being manag'd (as is pretended) with all Integrity, till my inter- 
meddling. | 

This is a great charge upon nie, and therefore I think fit to clear 
my (elf, and ſettle theſe two Bills upon their juſt bortoms, and dif. 
cover the grounds of my Engagements thereinz That your Lord- 
ſhips Judgements may be the more effeCtually guided to the paſſing 
of them, 

Fir$}, I ſhall begin with Kelſhall Bill, though laſt mentioned in 
Your Lordſhips Order ; For that Bill wants only a Report from 
this Committee, and a Third Reading , and the le Roy le wult, to 
make it an AQ : But the other requires ſome other Regular Pro- 
grefſes and Concurrences of the Houſe of Commons, before ir res 
turns back to Your Loraſhips. 

As to Kelſball Bill, It is fir to be known, that that Fown by theit 
frugality did make a Stock of 20007. which many years fince was 
laid out in Lands purchas'd in dome of the Townſmens Names ; 
and thoſe Truſtees had rhe Eſtate fo long in their power and Arbi- 
trary Diſpoſe, (no Ules being declar'd,) that ſome other perſons of 
the Town thounghr it prudent to proceed in Chancery, that the 
Evidence thereof might be made Publick , and the particulars and 
Values made known, and the Ufes to be agreed and declar'd, and 
confirm'd by Decree : And after a fong-depending-Suir , before 
the Truftees could be brought to any Account or Agreement of 
Ules, or before any Decree, the moſt Confiderable Perſons for 
Quality, Reputation and Eſtates in that Fown, (which I knew to 
be {o,) applied themſelves to Me with a Draught of an AR; be-_ 
lieving that an Ad of Parliament was more obliging and; conduce- 
able to a Futute Quiet, then a Decree in Chancery.

I was the more willing to Intereſt my ſelf therein, becauſe I 
ſerv'd m Parliament for a Borough near Kelſhall, and my Habita- 
tion being within Seven Miles thereof, and the whole Town within 
my Regiment of the Train-bands ; whereby I could che better tn- 
form my felf, and the Commuttee in all particulars; Aud being 
willing to do that Charitable Office, I did in the Year 1673. bring 
m the intended AQ into the Houle of Commons according to my 
Duty ; ; And I can truly affirm that it harh paſt all the Regular Mo- 
tions and Teſts of Three Seflions in that Houle, and it had twice 
the Sufterage of lo numerons a Committee , char they were forc'd 
to Adjourn from the Speakers Chamber, into the Houſe; And it 
hath Thrice paid the Fees of that Houle. 

In the two firſt Seſſions, all the perſons corcern'd, as well thoſe 
that were for , as againſt the AG&, were heard by their Learned 
Councel, and thereupon deliberately ſettled : And the Third Se(- 
ſions all parties having notice, and there appearing no new Allega- 
tions, or cauſe of Alteration . Ir was Ordered again to be Ingroſſed; 
but before it was read this third time, the Parliament was Adjourn'd; 
which being for a long time; The parties which defired this A@ be- 
ing diſheartened by their great Charges, and not certain of a Sefſi- 
ons, They went to a Hearing of the Bill in Chancery ; where the 
ſame Clauſes were Decreed which are contain'd-in the intended AR, 
(wit. ) That the Rent ſhould go to the Repair of their Church , ty the 
maintenance of a School, and to the Relief of the Poor ; In which the 
AR is more full then the Decree, for Diſpofing and Settling the 
ſame; fo as neither party do differ in the diſpoſing of the Charity, 
but only in the Naines, and Number of the Truſtees, there bei 
more, and others in the Decree, then were ſettled upon the deli- 
berate Debates of the Committees of both Seffions, and agreed on 


' by the Councels on both parties, the Truſtees in the AG confiſting 


of new and old upon a very equal ballance; bur the other is not 
{o conceiv'd. 

The difference of Truſtees doth not ariſe from any dis-ſatisfaction 
to the Body of the Decree; For the AG doth in a manner confirm 
all therein, fave only in the Truſtees, which were (as I ſaid) parti- 
cularly Debated, and Reaſons then given for the ficeingnels of fome, 
and unfictiogneſs of others; And upon rational grounds, were ſer- 

tled by the Committees long before the Decree was made : And 
that which occafion'd the Decretal Number to be ſo, was by reaſon 
of my abſence in time of an Adjournment; ſo as the Court was 
not inform'd of our proceedings in Partiament.

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Now the Points inſiſted on being 1n ſo narrow room, (wviz.) 1. 
Whether an Act of Parliament, or a Decree in Chancery {o made, 
be moſt likely to quiet the Difference of the Inhabirants of that 
Town ; Or 21y. whether thoſe Men who deſire an A to that end 
only ; Or thole who obſtru&*thar AR?

So as 
having no ways it, iraded my {elf into this Concern ot Kelſhall, but 
invited and {ollicited to 'it, without the Jeaſt Intereſt of my own, 
or favour, or atic&ion ro any of the Conteſtors ; or expeftarion of 
a cequital tor my Trouble : For what I have done is meerly the diſ- 
charge of my Duty to my Country, ar: d my Neighbours; I hope I 
ſhall ſtand clear in this caſe from the tore-mentioned alperſjons.

As to my felt, I am Co-heir and Exccutor 1n right of my Wile 
45 wlll be turdher ſhewn,) to Sir Richard Gurney Knight & Baroner, 
lace Lord Mavorof LONDON, who was (excepr One or Two) 
the lurviving Truſtee, and Execubor to Henry Smith mentioned in 
the Bill ; So as | hope I may juſtly Intereſt my t{elt herem without 
juſt Exceptions. I was in hopes to have paſt theie two Bills with * 
eaſe and ſilence without oppoliticn ; But being dilappoinred, I am 
forc't to ſay ſomething that may re!liſh of Oſtentation ; But 1 pro- 
ceſt I have no ſuch Intention ; and therefore delire that none who 
ſhall read theſe Papers, may attribute it co me, but to a Charitable 
Mind, which I have dertvy 4 from my Piedecefiors both by Father 
and Mothers ſide ; and have practis'd it ever {ince I could write my 
ſelf Man.

riſon'd in the Tower of Lodo during their pleaſure ; where he 
continued till within a Month of his Death; And then they gave 
him leave to die at his Country Houſe within Ten Miles of London.

By this Will he made Elizabeth Pettus, and Anne Richardſon, (bes 
ing his only Daughtcrs and Co-heirs. ) his Executors, ſo as my ſelf 
being Married to Elizabeth about EJeaven years before his death 
and Thomas Richardſon, (then Eſq; ſince Baron of Cramond in 
Scotland) being Matried to Anne about a month before Sir Richard 


dyed, wetook upon us the Executorſhip in Right of our Wives; 
And 
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And after all the Original Truſtees and Fxecutors of Henry Smith 
were dead, weapplyed our iclyes allo ro Chriſt-Chnrch Hoſpital, 
to the (etthing of that Ftare, as the laid Sir Richard Gurney, &c, had 
done before ; But they refuſing, we us'd ſome other means for the 
ſertling ic, but withour eff. & ; fince which, the Lord 7 ichard/on is 
dead ; And I have with all poflible care prefery'd the Books and 
Evidences fate through all dangers of Fire, Plague, and Removals, 
except ſome which I lodged with the Lord Lamley, which chey un- 
der their hands did promiſe to reſtore when demanded, ard the 
particulars ſet down in that paper. | 

Now Sir Richard Gurney did not only make this Impreſſion in ms, 
during 10 years before he dyed, (by communicaring to me ſeveral 
matters 6oncerning Smith's | ſiate;) but as appears by his Will, did 
give a joynt charge to his Fxecutors , whereof I was one in right of 
mv wife, and I was a Truſtee alſo of his whole reall Eſtate, which 
They were not: and having perform'd every tittle of his Truſt, and 
Will, except the ſettling of the Eſtate of Smith, CAnd the I ord 
Richardſon being dead,) I think my ſelf obliged in Honour, ſuſtice, 
Charity, and in requital of the great and ſingular Jove he had tor 
me, to ule my utmoſt endeavours to ſee this part of his Will alfo 
co be perform'd. viz. ro have it ſettled in ſome known diſtin place, 
(ſeeing Chrift Church refuſeth it,) and upon Known and Eminent 
perſons, whoſe Judgment and care may mannage it for the futureac- 
cording to the Donors intention ; And theal ſhall not further con « 
cern my (elf, unlef+ I be deſired or required thereto : And having 
thus (as I bope)) vindicated my ſelf, I ſhall further ſhew ir, by ſhew. 
ing how this guite was O. iginally ſettled; and how it hath been fince 
manag'd, and for ſome Propoſals to be added co the Bill how it 
may be more exactly ſettled, and manag'd.

Theſe Sum< being thus Settled upon the reſpe&ive Towns as afore- 
ſaid, The truſtees did apply themſelves ro Chrift-Charch Hoſpital, 
to take upon them the management of that Eſtate, and payment of 
the ſaid Sums, and to take good accounts thereof according to the 
Decd of Uſe:, of which there 1s a true Copy hereto annex'd ; But 
Chrif#-Church retufing upon this Allegation, that the trouble was 
great, and the gitt no ways ſuitable ro the conſtitution of their 
Hotpital : ſo the Truſtees continued the receiving of the Rent and 
Payments to the reſpective Towns. but no Accounts were returned 
to them, howrhe Towns had diſpoſed of the Money according to 
the Doners intent, nor could they require 1t; and thus 1t continued 
til] OFober 16 4.7. before which time all the Truſtees and Executors 
were dead,exceptthe Lord Lumley,Sir RichardGurney, Henry Fackson, 
and Sir Henry Henan, which latter was not an Or1v10al Truſtee b 
the Original Deed. but nominated a Truſtee in the Codicil of Mr.

The 24. of Oftober 1647. Sir Richard Gurney died, and ſoon af- 
ter Mr. F:ckoon, fo none were left but the Lord Lumly, and Sir 
H:ary Henan, who were Truſtees as aforlaid, but neither of them

Upon the death of Sir Richard Gurney, there was in his hands of

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Smiths Eſtate, the Sum ef 1700] (he being the Treaſurer in chat. 
concern )And though Sir Rzchairds Executors could not clearly faris- 
fie themſelves in paying of 1t ro the two Survivors ; Yet that nothing 
might be impured to them, that might refle& on Sir Richards inte- 
grity, they did pay it upon the Lord Lumley, and Sir Henry Hen's 
diſcharge ; and I did my lelt perſonally Solicit Chri&t-Church Hoſpi- 
tal ro accept it, but without Sueceſs ; And thus it continned in the 
Lord Lumley,and Sir Henry Hen, till the Year 1657. and then {ome 
who - had a mind to be poſlels'd of the Eſtate, did urge the 
Lord Lumley (mach againſt his Judgement) to joyn in a Petition 
to the then Commiſſioners of the Creat Seal for a new Settlement 
by Decree, and theſe perſons following were by ſuch Decree allow'd 
of (without the conſent of a ord Archbiſhop, or Lord Chancellor, 
which are expreſsly injoya'd by the Donor,) viz.

The Lord Lumley, and Sir Henry Hen, ſoon after this Decree, 
died ; the young Lord Lumley neither was, nor is in a capacity to 
At ; and moſt of the others retuled to A, but none of them, ex- 
cept the Lord Lumley's Son, and Mr. Her , had any Relation to 
Mr. Smith, or to his Truſtees, or Executors, or to the Heirs or 
Executors of the Original Truſtees or Executors ; Yet the expreſs 
Original Settlement 15 to the Heirs of them, or to the Survivors of 
them:And Secondly.no Act was to be done by them, or any of them, 
under the number of ſix , and none to be conſtituted Truſtees, bur 
by Approbation of the Arch-Biſhop of Capterbxury, or Lord Chan- 
cellor for the time being ; and I preſume none will affirm, that chere 
was any of theſe ina viſible or ative being at rhat time. 

So as this Truſt from the Year 1657, to 1674. was managed by 
ſome 2 or 4 of the new Truſtees, as they call themlelves ; and it 18 
to be oblery'd, that near halt of Smiths Eftate was left out, for 
what Reaſons I know not. 

But in 1673 or 1674 (being Conſcious of the weakneſs of the

Decree) T know not by what means the remaining new Truſtees 
did ger another Decree. and added other Truſtces : (my Caveat 
it ſeems beins ulelels, and my Perſon being engag'd in the laſt 
Dutch Wars; ) and this (as 15 Alleadged) with the conſent of the 
Arch-Biſhop ana Lord, Chancellour. 

Ler theſe two latter Decrees be as they are Decreed, or the 
Truſtces never fo juſt; I {ay there 1s an impoſſibility to AG juſtly, 
unlc{; che Perlons and ſome Publick place be adopted to the Donors 
Will. 

Now Chris/-Church being a Publick place; (having refus*d It,) all 
that T aim ar is, that Your Lordſhips may tix 1t upon ſome Publick 
place, lo as all perlons concern'd may repair to it 3 and that it 
may ſtand as a diſtin Guitr, fo a« the Donois Memory may not be 
loſt, nor Guift drown'd , or intermixt with other Charitable 
Streams: And that your 1 ord{hips would alſo fix upon other Pere 
ſons, as Truſtees, or Governours, for many reaſons which I can 
give, without refl-Ction on thole that have manag'd it; ſhould I 
not {well this Narrative too much. 

And then the Perſons and Places being ingrafted in the Bill, when 
ever it goes down to the Commons, I hal! diſperſe ſuch direCtions 
to every Knight of the Shire before the Committee let, (if the Houſe 
of Commons ſhall plealc to Commit it) as may probably guide 
their Judgements in ſetthing this Bill upon the returns from the re- 
{peftive Towns, 9i%. who ate paid, and who not, and how long 
ſince, Cc. 

This Bill is of a tranſcendent nature, which I call fo, not only 
for the Eſtate that is now viſible, and the multreude of Guifts charg'd 
on that Eſtate ; but for ſome confiderable good Sums , which the 
Original Truſtees did look on as Deſperate; which by my Induſtry 
I do humbly conceive will prove reall good Money, and lo make a 
further Progreſs therein: and by the Rules which guide me herein, 
I doubr not, but it will encourage others to other Charitable Actions, 
when they ſhall ſee ſuch checks ro mildiſpoſures as may invite 
them.

That no Keeper or others ſhall keep or ſuffer any of their Sheep to Depaſture in 
the ſaid Foreſt, upon Forfeiture of the Sheep and 12 5. a Day for each Sheep.

of Surrey, to the Lime-Kilns in Eaſt-Greenwich, near Black-Heath, and to Lewiſham Church on 
the Tunbridge Road in the County of Kent. 


II. By the ſaid Acts the Inhabitants of the Town and Pariſh of Cammerwell, and others, are 
debarred from coming to London and returning Home to and from their reſpeCtive Habitations, 
without going or coming through the one or the other of the Turnpikes, erected by the ſaid Acts, 
by reaſon the {aid Turnpikes are ſet ſo near to Streets leading into London, that they are obliged 
to pay to them, though they receive little or no: Benefit thereby. 


I. The Road leading through the Town and Pariſh of Cammerwell is the Antient Road 
from Weſtlminſfter-Ferry to all Parts of the County of Kent, and part of the Connty of Suſſex, 
and is very much frequented by the Quality, Gentry, and others, for avoiding going over the 
Bridge, and upon the Stones through the City and Southwark ; And all thoſe likewiſe who paſs 
and repaſs between Weſtminſter-Ferry and the Places, as aforeſaid, are alſo obliged to pay to 
both the Turnpikes erected by virtue of the ſaid Two Acts, and only croſs over one of the 
{41d Roads, and receive very little Benefit by the other. : 


IV. The Pariſhes of Cammerwell and Newmgton, through which moſt of the {aid Road heth, 
have done their full Statute Work, and allo raiſed a conſiderable Tax beſides by a Pound-Rate ; 
yet the ſaid Road remains in a ruinous Condition, ſo that it 1s become dangerous to paſs 
through the ſame, during the Winter-Seaſon, by reaſon of the many Cattle; Horſes, Coaches, © © 
 Waggons, Carts, and other Carriages uſing the ſame : Very great Damage is alſo done. by the 
vaſt Quantities of Gravel brought through part of the {aid Road, for Amending the Surrey 
Road, by the Truftees | _ 


And as it is a very great Hardſhip for the Inhabitants of the Town and Pariſh of Cam- 
merwell, and others, to pay large Sums of Money for coming to London, and returning Home ; 
and alſo the Quality, Gentry, and others, Travelling into Kent and Suſſex, to be obliged to pay 
to Turnpikes, without recetving any Benefit, for want of having the Road on which they paſs 
and repaſs included in the {aid Acts to be Repaired and Amended. 

It never being the Intention of the Law to lay a Tax upon the Subject, but in ſuch Caſes 
where they are to be benefited in that which they pay for ; and had the Turnpikes, erected by 
virtne of the {aid Two Adts, been ſet in ſuch Places as not to have colle&ted Money but on 
ſuch as uſed the ſaid Roads, there had been no occaſion of Complaint ; (which they might 
exſily have been, by ſetting that on the Surrey Road nearer to Newmmgton Town, and that on 
the Kentiſh Road by the Half-way Houſe, or thereabouts, inſtead of New-Croſs : ) But as they 
are now fixed, we cannot help thinking, but the ſame was done in ſome meaſure to oblige 
us to pay towards Repairing their Roads without reaping any Benefit thereby. 

For which Reaſons it is humbly hoped, That the {aid Antient Road leading from Weſftminfter+ _ _

To the Petition of John Chetwind, Etq; and fome other Inhabitants of part of the 
Hundred of Hemlingford. ' 


The Complaint of the Petitioners, 1s, that a Deficiency of 8611. 8s. 6d.. is laid upon 
them, tho” they have paid their full Proportions. And therefore, they Pray Relief in 
Parliament ; and that ſuch Irregularity may be prevented for the future. 


The true State of the C A S E. 
For the Year 1698, the Proportion laid by the A& upon this County, was 280507. 11 s. 11. :. 


T the General Meeting of the Commiſſioners for the County, they proportioned this Summ upon the ſeve- 
A ral Hundreds. Agd the Proportion of the Hundred of Hemlingford, was 7791 1. 165. 84. which Surin 
' did not exceed the Rule of three fourths of the Tax granted in 1693. 

They all then agreed, that the Method of Aſſeſment throughout the whole County, ſhould be according to the 
antient Proportions there uſed, for Levying Parliamentary Fnnds, and County Rates and Taxes, not exceeding 
three Shillings in the Pound. All the reſt of the County complied with this Method, and paid accordingly ; And 
ſo did moſt of the Inhabitants of the ſaid Hundred. : 

The Commiſſioners Acting for this Hundred, made the Sub-diviſions upon each Townſhip of the whole Summ 
laid on the Hundred, according to that antient Method, And accordingly made out their Warrants to the Aſ- 
ſeſlors, and afterwards to the Collectors, and appointed the 23d of May, 1698, for hearing Appeals. 

The Petitioner Mr. Chetwind, (as a Commiſſioner) thus far a&ted with them, and ſigned ſeveral of the War- 
rants. 

But on the Day of Appeals, neither he, nor any of the Petitioners appealed, as to their own particular Rates, | 
but he bringing with him ſeveral Commiſſioners (ſome of whom lived out of the County, and had not appeared 
before) thereby got a Majority, and they, inſtead of joyning in hearing Appeals, declared they would not com- 
ply with that antient Method, direQed at the general Meeting of the Commiſſioners, and ſo took upon them to 
make new Rates and Aſſeſments upon the ſeveral Parifhes and Townſhips (whereby they eaſed themſelves) and 
iſſued out new Warrants for Aſſeſſing and ColleRing the ſame. 

The Commiſſioners who made the firſt Aſſeſments and Warrants to avoid any Diſpute, procured the High She- 
riff toſummon a genera] Meeting of all the Commiſſioners of the ſaid County, to determine, this Controverſy ; 
and they met accordingly, and both ſides having been heard, withdrew, and the Commiſſioners of the Coun- 
ty unconcernd, determined the Matter againſt Mr. Chetwind and his Party, and made an Order therein under 
their Hands and Seals, dated the 1 3th of June, 1698. | 

The ſaid Commiſſioners likewiſe being adviſed by the King's Council, that ſach proceedings of the Petitioners 

were. Irregular, carried on the Execution of their firſt Warrants, and cauſed diſtreſſes to be taken, and made re- 
turaes into the Exchequer, and fined ſome Officers, who by Mr. Cherwind's Enconragement, would not do their 
Duty. And another Officer, who veitured to take a Diſtreſs, perſuant to his Warrant from the ſaid Commiſſio- 
ners, was committed to Goal for Fellony, for which falſe Impriſonment that Officer recovered 40 /. Damages, 
of the Juſtice of Peace. : 

But if the Petitioner Mr. Chetw-d, and his Party, have put their other Aſſeſments and Warrants in Execution, 
it 1s by Conſent amongſt themſelves, and only to give Colour to this Complaint. 

Some time after this, Proceſs came out of the Exchequer, againſt the Commiſſioners of the whole County for 
the Deficiencies, whereupon they met and directed their Warrants to the Sheriff of the County to levy theſe ve- 
ry Deficiencies upon the Towns now in Diſpute, and Part of the ſaid Sums have been levved by the ſaid Sheriff, 
and paid into the Exchequer. 

After all thr, the Commiſſioners of the Hundred, who differ from Mr. Chc:mird, applied to the Lords 
of the Treaſury for their Dire&ion in this Diſpute, who referred them to the Barons of the Exchequer, on 
whom they attended accordingly, and the Barons were pleaſed to appoint a Day, of which the Petitioner had 
Notice by an Attorney, whom the Petitioner threatned to have laid by the Heels, for a Breach of Priviledge, 
he happening to be a Member of Parliameat at that time, and Mr. Cherwind not appearing, the Barons made 
no Order : But have ſince thought fit to ifſue out their Proceſs to the Sheriff of the County, for levying 10g /. 
Fines, lay'd by the ſaid firſt Aﬀting Commiſſioners upon Offenders, and a great part of the ſaid Fines have ſince 
been levied, and paid into the Exchequer. 

In the Act for the Land Tax, for the Year 1701, there is a Power given to the Commiſſioners of every Coun- 
ty, at their firſt General Meeting, toenquire into, and adjuſt the Deficiencies of the Taxes for the former Years : 
And in Perſuance thereof, the Commiſſioners of this County, at their firſt General Meeting, appointed to hear 
and determine this Complaint of Mr, Cyerwind, and his Party : And they have determined the ſame againſt Mr. 
Chetwind, and certified the ſame by one Duplicate returned into the Exchequer, and another to the Receiver 
General, with the Names of thoſe Commiſſioners that ſhould a&t therein, in the jaid Hundred of Hermlingford, 
which they have accordingly done, and therein appointed under their Hands and Seals, T hat theie Deficiegcies 
now in Diſpute, ought to be paid by the Petitioner Mr. Cher d, &c. 

If it be pretended, That ſome particular Perſons are now rated too high ; it was their own Fault, and they. 
might have been relieved by Appeal ; but they have contrived it 0a purpoic to turport their Complaint z and 
if it were worth while to enquire into all the Particulars, it would appear, Tuvat they pay much leſs than what 
they ought ; and eſpecially, Chat Mr. Cherwind does not pay for 409 /. per Azn., when his Eſtat © is $00 l, per Ann. 
or near that Value.

If Sir John Danvers, who in 1646. was ſeized of the Premiles in Tail, with Remainder to his own right Heirs, were ſeized 
of {uch an Eſtate as 1s forfeited, and given to the Crown by the ſaid Act of Pains and Penalties. 
It was reſolved by both the ſaid Courts, That all the Eſtate in the ſaid Lands was forfeited, and given to the Crown by that Act 
for theſe Reaſons : 

I. The A& takes notice of Sir Tohz Daxvers's Crime, which was Ptgh-Treaſon, and intended to inflict the ſame for- 
feiture as to his Eſtate, he having, by Death, avoided being Attainted, as would have been, had he been in Life, and 
Attainted ; and he is reputed by the Act as a perſon Attaint. 

II. The words of the Att are as comprehenſive as may be, and extend to forfeit all Lands, and all Eſtates in them, that 
Might be any ways forfeited by the comprehenſive words of Rights , Intereſts, and Hereditaments, which muſt ex- 
tend to the Inheritances in the Lands, or to nothing, the Offender being dead. 2 
IIT. Eſtates Tail, fince they are become Alienable by Common Recoveries and Fines, and thereby the perpetuity cre-; 
ated by the Statute of Weſtminſter, 2. de Donis Conditionalibas, liable to be broken, are forfeitable ; a Forfeit Ire bein 
in nature of Alienation, by the general words of an A& of Parliament, as appears from the Statute of 26 MH. 8. by 
which Act Eſtates T ail are forfeitable for Treaſon under the general words of Eſtates of Inheritance ; and by the: 
{ame Reaſon, the words, Rights, Intereſts and Hereditaments, in the A&t of Patns and Penalties, which is aged:

and forfeitable for Treaſon by him committed, notwithſtanding the Statute de 
Domis conditionalibus ; as is agreed by all. 
That thereby the Protection of Eſtates Tail for the Iſſue by that Statute 
being gone, Eftates Tail are juttly eſteemed abſolutely in the power of the Te- 
nant in Tail ; and nv Conſideration is had of the poſſibilicy of the titatre coming to his Chil- 
dren, if he do not diſpoſe of it : For which reaſor, for many Years laſt paſt, no Perſon hath 
been made Tenant in Tail, where 1t was not intenced to preſerve the Eftate ſettled, abſolutely 
in his Power to diſpoſe it from his Children. 

That where the Eſtate is intended to be preſerve] for the Children, againſt the AQts or For- 
feitures of the Father, the Father 15 made Tenantfor Life, with Remainder to all his Sons 
{ſucceſſively in Tail, and thereby the Eitate is abſohrtely ſecured to the Iſſue, whatever Mil- 
fortune happen to the Father: Inthis form are the Settlements of almoſt all the Great Families 
in Ez2/and; which will not at all be weakned, ilthough an Eſtate Tail be forfeitable for 
Treaſon, 

That if Sir Joh Daxvers had been made Temnt for Life, with Remainder to his Sons 
fucceſſively in Tail, the Intereſt of his Children had not been forfeited by the Words in the 
A& of Pains and Penalties, as was adjudged in the Caſe of Tichburn, Son of one of the Re- 
gicides, whole Eſtate being ſoſettled, was recovered after his Death, from Lewez, who had 
purchaſed it from the Crown. Qt. 

T hat Sir Johz Dazvers's Eſtate Tail is forfeited by the Comprehenſive Words, Of all 
Sir Toh Danvers s Rights and Intereſts ; for he had the Eſtate Tail abſolutely in him toalien 
or forfeit ; and therefore the Eſtate Tail was a Right and Intereſt in him, within the Words 
of that AQt ; for the Eſtate Tail can be no more fatdto be the TTne's in the Life of the Te- 
nant in Tail, than an Eſtate in Fee to be the Heir's in the Life of the Anceſtor. 

That the Fortciture of a Perſon Attaint for Treaſon, is not becauſe he is Attaint, but for 
that he is Guilty of Treaſon, of which the 3ttainder 1s only an Evidence : And therefore the 
Forfeiture is of the Eſtate he had at the time when the Offence was Committed. 

T hat the Act of Pains and Penalties hath declared Sir Job Dazvers to be Guilty of High 
Treaſon, which is equal to the Evidence of an Attainder : Therefore the A& proceeds with- 
out Attainder, to give a Forfeiture of Eſtate asfopg High Treaſon, and makes it not marerial,

HA'T the Inhabitants of the Borough of Tewksbyry in the County of Glouceſter, have a Road 
leading Eaſtward from that 'Town, in the London Road to Stanway-Hill, about 'Ten Miles 
in Length, which being very Ruinous, can't be Repair'd without the Afiſtance of Par- 
liament, to which the Inhabitants of Horcefterſhire, have nothing to object. 


That a Bill is brought into this Honourable Houſe, not only for Repairing the St2nway-Hill Road, 
but the ſeveral Roads leading into the ſaid Town, and if the Bill ſhould paſs into a Law, they will 
erect a Turnpike on Breedon Road, in the County of Worceſter, on a Suggeſtion, 'That the ſame Road 
from Breedon 'Fown's-End to Tewksbury (being about 'Two Miles) is much out of Repair. 


That the Road from Breedon to Hard:ick, is one of the two Miles, and as good a Road as can be, 
and the remaining Part of the Road to Tewksbury is a hard Way, and in good Repair, except in ſome 
few Places in Mrtton Lane, occaſioncd by the exceſſive Wer Seaſon of the laſt Year, which put the In- 
habitants of Breedou under an Impoſſibility ot making it good, till a proper Seaſon will permir. 


That the Inhabitants of Breedon were never Indicted for not Repairing their Roads, nor was any 


Complaint made thereof till now, and that only by the Gentlemen of Tecwksbrry, who deſign an Ad- 
vantage to themſelves thereby. | 


'That the Inhabitants of Breedon can, and are very ready and willing to maintain and keep all the 


Roads within their Pariſh in good Repair by the Statute Work, without any further Afſiſtance by 
Parliament. 


That the 'Town of Tewksbury lieth contiguous to the Vale of Eveſhaj, where great Quantities of 
Corn are yearly raiſed : That the greateſt Part of that Side of the County of /orcefter, bring their 
Corn to Tewksbury Market, and their only dire&t Road is through the Pariſh of Breedoz, at leaſt 
Three Miles diſtant from the $tanway-H1l Road: And the River Avon lying near the ſaid Breedon 
Road, being Navigable, a Waggon ſeldom paſſes that Way. 


That if a 'Turnpike be erected on the Breedon Road (as is defign'd) that Part of the County of 
Il orcefter will pay -a "Tax of 150 /. per Annu, at leaſt, on pretence of Repairing and making good 
ſcarce Halt a Mile of bad Road, occaſioned by the laſt Year's wet Seaſon. 


That the ſeveral Pariſhes of Aſbchurch, Beckford, Winchcomb, Elmſione Hardwick, and Deerhurſt are 
mentioned to have Petitioned for the Repairing of the Roads leading into Tewksb1rry, though not one 
Inhabitant of either of the ſaid Pariſhes has ſubſcribed the ſame Petition ; and not one Gentleman, 
Freeholder or Landholder, or other Perſon whatever, in the ſaid Breedon Road, or that Part of the 
County, have defired the Amendment of the ſaid Road by this Method now in Hand ; but on the 
contrary, haye Petitioned againlit it ; and if the Breedon Road was ſo very Ruinous as Tewksbry 
repreſcnt theſame to be, *tis {trange , that not one Pariſh or Perſon on all that Side the Country, ſhould 


join with them for the Repairing of Breedon Road, as well as the Glouceſterſhire Gentlemen have 
done for Starway Road. 


There is a 'Turnpike intended to be ſet up at Tuddington Bridge, about 'T'wo Miles below Stanway- 
Hill, to which all Perſons coming that Way, muſt contribute, and if they pay once, it matters not 
what Road they go into afterwards ; neither is it reaſonable to imagine, that any Perſon will go at 
leaſt 'Three Miles out of their Way, for the ſake of ſaving a Penny ; but if ſome few Perſons ſhould 

do fo, yet the Loſs of that Money will bear no proportion to the great Hardſhip a whole Country muſt 


undergo in paying a Toll towards the Repairing a Road in another County which they have no Com- 
munication with.

= E Town of Bewdley being 
divided into two contending 
Partics, ſeveral Motions were 
made, and Tryals had in the 
Queen's Bench, relating to the 
Magilſtracy of that Place, in the time of the 
Lord Chief Juſtice Holt. And at one of 
thoſe Tryals, the Court obſerv'd, That the 
new Charter granted in the Year 1685. un- 
der which the Townſmen had acted for ſome 
time, was abſolutely null and void in Law ; 
but that the old Charter of King James the 
Firſt, which was thought to have been ſur- 
render'd, was ſtill in full force. This ap- 
pear'd with ſuch Clearneſs in point of Law, 
that it was admitted by the Council on both 
ſides. 
That we may ſee upon what Reaſons this 
Opinion was grounded, it will be neceſlary 
to give ſome account of both the Charters, 
and of the Tryal, which diſcover'd the 1n- 
validity of one of them. 

The firſt Charter was granted by Letters 
Patent in the third Year of King James the 
Firſt's Reignz who incorporated this Bo- 
rough, by the Name of Bailiff and Burgeſſes ; 
appointing a Bailiff and twelve Capital Bur- 
gelles, and confining to them the ſole Power 
of chuſing other Officers of the Corporation 
as well as Succeſlors to themſelves. la the 
Year 1684. this Charter was pretended to 
be farrender'd by an Inſtrument under the 
Common Seal of the Corporation, made in 
the name of the Bailiff, Recorder, and Bur» 
geſſes. The Surrender was accordingly ac- 
cepted and inroll'd ; and in the Year 1685, 
King Fames the Second granted a new Char- 
ter, reciting the Surrender of the former, 
and appointing a Bailiff, and fourteen Capi- 
tal Burgeſſes inſtead of a Bailiff and twelve, 
Both theſe Charters granted, among other 
Privileges, that of Elecing a Burgeſs to ſerve 
in Parliament. And under the laſt, which had 
on all hands been look*'d upon as valid, the 
Government of the Corporation was peace- 
ably adminiſter'd from the Year 1685. till 
the Year 1707. 

Then it was, that the above-mention'd 
' Tryal came on in the Queen's-Bench, be- 
tween one Slade and one Walter, concerning 
the Right of their reſpeQive Elections to be 
Bailiff of that Place. The Tryal laſted ma- 
ny hours, each ſide maintaining the Right 
of his EleQion under the Charter of King 
James the Second : But the Succeſs being 
likely to terminate in favour of the Plain- 
tiff, the Council for the' Defendant, who 
was ſupported by Mr. WWinnington, to Pre- 
vent that, inliſted at laſt, that the Char- 
ter it ſelf was void. Tho this Turn 
was {urprizing, their reaſon for what they

aſſerted was unanſwerable ; for they plainly 
ſhew'd, That the Surrender of the firſt Char- 
ter was ineffeual, in regard the original 
Corporate Name was Bailiff and Burgeſſes, 
but»the Surrender was made in the name ot 
Bailiff, Recorder, and Burgeſles, and was con- 
ſequently the Act of a different Corporation. 
This ObjeRtion prevailing, it was afterwards 
confirm'd by the Court of Queen's-Bench, 
upon a Motion in Arreſt of Judgment, anq 
eſtabliſh'd by the unanimous Concurrence of 
the ſame Judges : Nor has there ever been 
the leaſt Doubt or Difference of Opinion 
upon this Point. 

This Surrender being therefore adjudg'd to 
be void, the ſaid ſubſequent Charter of King 
James the Second, reciting it, was alſo void, 
being founded og that Surrender : and con- 
ſequently the Corporation became uncapable 
of doing any Corporate AQ, unleſs there 
had been a ſufficient number of Members then 
living, who had been duly qualify'd to a&t 
under the Charter of King James the Firlt. 
But that Charter having been diſus'd for 
two and twenty Years, and the Members 
created under it being then reduc'd to one 
ſingle Perſon, it was become uſeleſs to the 
Town, and no legal Aq& whatſoever could 
be done by virtue of it, ſince the major 
part of the Corporation was by that Char- 
ter made neceſſary to ſuch legal AQ. 

This Light being ſprung upon the Con- 
tentions in this Borough, the far greater 
part of the ſubſtantial Inhabitants, obſerving 
that the Corporation was in effe&t expir'd 
and dead in Law, apply*d to the Queen by 
Petition, and humbly pray'd, That her Ma- 
jelty wou'd be pleas'd to relieve the Town 
in this caſe, by granting Power in a new 
Charter to ſuch of the Inhabitants as her 
Majeſty ſhou'd think fit, to be the Members 
of that Corporation, together with ſuch as 
ſhould appear to be living and qualify'd un- 
der the old, and only valid Charter of King 
Fames the Firſt ; that ſo they might again 
uſe and exerciſe the Rights and Privileges 
before granted- to the Inhabitants of that 
Place. T hoſe that ſign'd this Petition, were 
the Recorder, the major part of the Capital 
Burgeſſes under the Charter of King James the 
Second, and other Burgeſles or lnhabitants, 
in all about Three Hundred. They peti- 
tion'd only for ſuch Charter of Reſtoration 
of their antient Rights, as her Majeſty in 
her Royal Wiſdom ſhou'd think fit to grant 3; 
that which they deſir'd, being in truth no 
more than a new Nomination of Officers, 
who cou'd now only be named by the Queen, 
as they had been before appointed by King 
Fames the Firſt. And this was in effe&t to 


raiſe the Corporation that was lapſed, thro 
tne

the Inadvertency before-mention'd : for which 


Accident . there was no other legal Reme- 
dy 


This Petition being preſented to her Ma- 
jeſty, ſhe was pleas'd to receive it with her 
uſual Grace and Favour; and indeed it was 
ſo reaſonable and neceſlary, that it could not 
well have been rejected, ſuppoſing the Fat 
was truc. To ſee whether it was ſo or not, 
her Majeſty very rightly and with more 
than uſual Caution, refer'd the Conſidera- 
tion of the ſaid Petition to the then Lord 
Chancellor and Lord Chief Fuſtice Holt, who 
were commanded to report their Opinions 
of it: And it is preſun'd the latter was 
rather choſen for this Service, and more 
properly as well in reſpect to his Station in 
the Court, where all the Diſputes rclating 
to this Town had been examin'd, as in re- 
gard to his known great Learning in the 
Law, his inflexible Honeſty and Courage, 
and his equal Adminiſtration of Juſtice to 
all Parties whatſoever. As to the other Per- 
ſon concern'd 1a this Afﬀair, I mean the No- 
ble Lord who 1s living, it 1s needleſs to 
give an account of his great Abilities and 
Probity: If any Man in Britain 1s a ſtranger 
to his Characer, he may leara it in the 
Houſe of Lords, or in the Court of Chan- 
cery. 

Theſe then were the two Perſons ap- 
pointed to conſider this Perztion, which had 
not been long delivered, before Another was 
Freſented to her Majeity by Mr. Winnington 
and his Friends, who oppos'd the granting 
any new Charter; and that was alſo refer*d 
to the ſame Perſons. After due time and 
notice to all Parties, the Chancellor and Chief 
Juſtice met upon this matter. Both ſides ap- 
pearing by their Council and Agents, they 
were fully heard, and at this Hearing all the 
Council again admitted that the laſt Charter 
of King James the Second was void in Law , 
That couſequently, whatever had bcen done 
merely under it wasalfo void ; and that the 
old Charter only was then in force : Nor has 
the contrary been yet aſſerted by any Perſon 
whatever. $So that the whole matter before 
the Chancellor and Chict Juſtice came to this 
Point, Whether there were then in being 
a ſufficient number of Perſons qualified under 
the Old Charter to do a Corporate Act? 
And this Queſtion they reduced yet into a 
narrower compaſs, by obſerving, that nei- 
ther ſide pretended there was above one 
living that was elected before the Acceptance 
of the new Charter of King Fames the 
Second. 

But they who oppoſed a new Charter, in- 
ſiſted, That ſeveral Officers or Members of 
the Corporation created, fince they accepted 
the Charter of King James the Second, and 
ated under it, might yet be wel] intended 
to have been created under the Old Charter, 
or by virtue of it: and that this Suppoſition 
ought the rather to be favour'd and aided, 
becanſe it tended to preſerve the Being of 
a Body-Politick. 

This ſeem'd ſo reaſonable to the Chan- 
cellor and Chief Juſtice, if the Fat cou'd be 
verified z and they were ſo far from lcliaing 


to a new Charter, if it was not neceſſary, 
that both of them told the Parties publickly 
at the Hearing, That the Being of the Cor 
poration ought to be favour'd as muchas was 
poſſible: And therefore, if it cou'd be ſhewn 
by the Books and Entries made at the E- 
lections of ſuch Officers or Members of the 
Corporation, that there was any- room left 
for ſuch an Intendment or S$Suppoſition, - 
there cou'd be no need of a new Charter, 
and they would ſo report to the Queen. 
Therefore to end this Queſtion, the Books 
were call'd for ; which not being brought up 
as they ſhould have been, a further time, af- 
ter ſeveral Weeks, was then appointed for 
a ſecond Hearing, and the Books were or- 
dered to be produced, At that time ia the 
preſence of both the ſaid Parties, the Books 
being carefully peruſed by the Chancellor and 
Chief Juſtice, and proper Queſtions being put 
by them to the Parties in relation to the 
Names of Perſons in the Books, to whom 
they were Strangers, theſe two things ap= 
pear'd beyond Contradittion. 

Firſt, Whereas Mr. Winningtorn's ſide al- 
ledg'd, That ſeveral Perſons, without whom 
the Corporation was fallen, were to be in- 
tended to have been duly qualified under the 
Old Charter; it appear'd, that the Courts 
or Aſſemblies where thoſe Perſons were e- 
lected, were expreſly enter'4 1n the Books to 
have been holden by the Style or Title of the 
Corporation given by the new Charter, and not 
given by the Old; and therefore they were 
expreſly neld under the new Charter, and 
not under the Old. | 

Secondly, It appear'd fo plainly, as not 
to be denied by either fide, that ſeveral 
Members of the Corporation by virtue of 
the Old Charter, who were living at the 
time of thoſe Elections, and who ſhould 
have been ſummoned, and might have becn. 
preſent, if the Elections had been made 
by virtue of the Old Charter, were neither 
ſummoned nor preſent at thoſe Courts. or 
Aſſemblies: and it is evident, that it they 
had come, they muſt have been denied En- 
trance or Admiſſion, becauſe on the cantra- 
ry ſeveral were admitted and did a&t at 
thoſe Courts or Aſſemblies, who had no 
Right, or Colour of Right to be there but 
under the new void Charter, and whoſe fit- 
ting was inconliſtent with the fitting of thoſe 
Perſons who had Right under the Old Char- 
ter, but claimed none under the New. 

This Objection was ſo very material, that 
the Chancellor and Chief Juſtice cou'd by no 
means get over It in favour of the then pre- 
tended Charter of King James the Second. 
And it being impoſſible there cou'd be in the 
Nature of the Thing a clearer Evidence, 
that all thoſe Eletions were made ſolely 
under the new void Charter, the Conſe- 
quence was undeniable, they were void in 
Law: And if ſo, it was granted on all fides 
that there were not a ſufficient Number to 
at, claiming under the Old Charter ; and 
that therefore a New one muſt zeceſſirily be 
had, or every Act of the pretended Corpo- 
ration for the future be illegal. 
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Accordingly the Chancellor and.Chief Ju- 
Rice, after two ſolemn. Hearings of Council 
on both ſides, and after having peruſed the 
Town-Books, heard ſeveral Afidavits read, 
and examined into the Number and Value of 
the Petitioners both for and againſt ſuch 
new. Charter, join'd In their Report to her 
Majeſty, That they conceived it expedient 
2 new Charter ſhould be granted : Which 
Report is extant; and was produced both 
before the late and the preſent Houſe of 
Commons; and is in the Council-Books. 

Her Majeſty in purſuance of that Re- 
'port, was pleaſed to give Directions for a 
Charter of Reſtoration of the Rights and 
Privileges of the ſaid Borough, granted by 
King James the Firſt, and for a new No- 
mination of Perſons to the Offices vacant 
by the Death of the Officers under the old 
Charter. | 

Notice of Her Majeſty's Pleaſure was ſen 
to both ſides by Letters from the Earl of 
Sunderland and Mr. Boyle, the two Secre- 
taries of State at that time, requiring each 
Party to bring to one of the Secretarys a 
Liſt of thirteen Perſons Inhabitants, whom 
they ſhou'd think fit to be inſerted in ſuch 
Charter, to be the firſt Bailiff, and twelve 
Capital Burgeſles, 

But the Party of Mr. Winnington not 
ſatisfied with this Proceeding, applicd a- 
gain by Petition to be heard before the 
Queen in Council; which the Miniſtry that 
then was, advis'd Her Majeſty to grant, and 
a Day was appointed for the Hearing. 

Both ſides were accordingly heard be- 
fore the Queen in a very full Council; and 
when the matter had been long and fully 
opened, and the Parties withdrawn, Her 
Majeſty in her great Wiſdom was pleas'd 
to confirm the Report, and ordered the 
new Charter to paſs, nor one of the Privy 
Council then making any Objettion, but by all 
appearance concurring in Opinion with that Re- 
ſolution.

By this Order of Counci} it appears, that 
the new Charter of late ſo much complain'd 
of,, was only deſfign'd to confirm and reſtore 
the Capacity to exerciſe all the old Privileges 
and Powers, and that nothing prejudicial to 
them was to be introduc'd by it. And her 
Majeſty's Principal Secretaries of State be- 
ing dirctted by this Order to proceed, in 
recelving the Names of Perſons fit to be in- 
ſerted in the new Charter, to the end it 
might not be pretended that one Party was 
eſpous'd more than another, the Farl of $un- 
derland and Mr. Boyle did again ſead notice 
to both of them to bring a Liſt of ſich Per- 
ſons as ſhou'd be added to the ſurvivin 
Member or Members claiming under the 01 
valid Charter, that an equa] Number might 
be taken out of each Lift indiffreatly. 

Purſuant to theſe Letters, Mr, Herbert 
and his Friends brought to the Secretary's 
Ofſhcea Liſt of thirteen Perſons, to be the 
Firſt Bailiffand Capital Burgeſles. But Mr, 
Winnington, after ſeveral Delays obtain'd, on 
pretence of writing to the Corporation, at 
laſt determin'd not to give in any Lift : 
For that Side having, as they ſuppos'd, got 
an Advantage by the Elc&ions under the 
new and void Charter, choſe rather to leave 
all the Corporate Acts under that apparent 
Inſufficiency, than to come into a fair ſhare 
of the Truſt aud Power of the Corporation, 
tho at the ſame time the Peace of the Place 
would thereby have been entirely ſettled. 

The Lit given 1n by the Petitioners for 
the Charter, being therefore all that was 
now expected, or could be obtain'd, her Ma- 
jeſty was plcas'd to grant a Warrant for 
palling a Charter, to reſtore and confirm to 
the Borough their antient Liberties, Privile- 
ges, &c. granted by the Charter of King 
James the Firſt, and to inſert therein the 
Names of the Bailiff and the twelve Capi- 
tal Burgeſles nam'd in the Liſt thereto an- 
nex'd. 
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But to give further Obſtrugion to the 
palling this Charter, Mr. Winnington enter'd 
Caveats both at the Sollicitor General's, and 
the Privy-Seal Office. The Sollicitor having 
fully heard Counſel on both Sides, thought 
fit to ſign the Bill : And as ſoon as it was 
ſign'd by her Majeſty, it was tranſmitred 
to the Lord Privy Seal. His Grace having 
alſo heard Counſel upon it for above four 
hours, and having call'd Mr. Juſtice Tracy to 
his Aſſiſtance, paſs'd it with the Approba- 
tion of that Judg. And it is eaſy to colleQt, 
from the Matter of Fa& before ſtated, why 
they were not heard again on their Caveat 
againſt the Charter at the Great Seal, where 
they had been twice heard before in the man- 
ner above-mention'd, beſides the Hearing at 
the Privy Council before her Majeſty, where 
the Chancellor attended ; fo that it was very 
improper for them to be heard a fourth time 
by the Chancellor to the Merits of the Char- 
ter, eſpecially after the'Hearing at the Privy 
Council. And as to any Objection that 
might be to the Form or Penning of the 
Charter, they were offer'd: to be heard to 
ſuch ObjeQions, if the Agent would al- 
ledg they had any; which he refus'd to do, 
and the Caveat did not meation any either in 
general or particular. So that ſome few 
Days after it paſs'd the Great Seal; and be- 
ing ſeat down to the Borough, and pub- 
lickly read and proclaim'd there, it was 
joyfully accepted by the Inhabitants. 

Mr. Slade, the ſurviving Capital Burgeſs 
under the old Charter, being the Bailiff ap- 
pointed by the new one, officiated accord- 
ingly till the Thurſday before Aichaelmas 
following; at which time the Bailiff and Bur- 
geſſes (being corporately aſſembled in the 
Guildhall) unanimouſly elected Mr.Fames Comp- 
ſor to be Bailiff; and ſince that time there 
has been a conſtant anaual EleQion of that 
Officer. 

The Inclinations of the Inhabitants for 
this Charter, muſt appear undeniably plain 
from the Number of Petitioners for the new 
Charter ; who conſider'd at large are Four- 
teen Hundred : or if reſtrain'd to thoſe Inha- 
bicants only that pay to Church and Poor, 
then the whole Number ot thoſe Inhabitants, 
under that diſtintion, as appears by the 
Books, are Two Hundred Eighty Six; of 
which Two Hundred and Tea petition'd for 
the Charter, and ſome were Neuter. 

Nor is the Diſproportion leſs in Value 
than Number; the Two Hundred and Ten 
Petitioners for the Charter are alleſs'd to 
the Poor for Stock One Thouſand Five Hun- 
dred and Seventy Pounds the other Seventy 
Six, had they all petition'd,, are charg'd but 
at Four Hundred and Ten Pounds. : 

If ever any Charter was in the nature of it 
liable to no Exception, ſure this muſt be ſo; 
it deſtroys no other Charter, it only reſtores 
and confirms the old one. The words reſtore 
and confirm, introduce every Clauſe through- 
out the whole: It graats no new Powers 
or Privileges, nor takes away any before 
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granted : It transfers no one's Right to agds" 
ther, nor disfranchiſes any Member ; he that © 
was a Burgeſs before, continues ſo ſtill. *Of 
the twelve Capital Burgeſſes under the old 
Charter, indeed none but Slade was left alive ; 
and therefore the Queen, by this Charter, 
only fills up the number of Capital Burgeſles, 
and confirms all other Burgeſſes and Officers 
whatſoever, and conſequently deprives no 
Man of his Right : 1t only appoints Officers, 
without whom they could neither have had. 
a—Recorder, Deputy-Recorder, Attornies, 
Conſtables, nor future Burpeſſes of either 
Diſtintion. Theſe, and moſt other Cor= 
porate As and Powers, being expreſly 
plac'd in none but the Capital Burgeſſes. 

The Charter of the Queen recites the In- 
corporation by King James the Firſt, the 
Surrender of that Charter to King Charles 
the Second, and the ſubſequent Charter of 
King James the Second, the Invalidity of 
the Surrender, and of the Charter of King 
Fames the Second founded upon that Surren- 
der; the preſent want of Capital Burgeſſes, 
ſufficient ro execute the neceſſary Powers of 
the former Charter; and the many Differen- 
ces and Doubts thereby occaſion'd. And then 
it adds, That for the compoſing theſe Diſor- 
ders, and ſettling Peace and good Govern- 
ment within the Borough, her Majeſty re- 
ſtores and confirms to the Burgeſles and In- 
habitants of the ſaid Borough, all Charters, 
Liberties, &c. before granted to them. 
Thea it incorporates the Burgeſles and Inha- 
bitants by their former name of Bailiff and 
Bargeſſes; and as to particular Powers, ex- 
prelly refers to the Charter of King James 
the Firſt. 

The laſt Houſe of - Commons (before the 
preſent) on a full Examination of this Mat- 
ter, thought the granting of this new;Char- 
ter beneficial, and even neceſſary to the Peace 
and good Government of this Town. The 
preſeat has ſaid otherwiſe z and of all things 
this is not new under the Sun, that ſeveral 
Houſes of Commons ſhould differ in their 
Opinions concerning a Matter, upon which 
an Election is thought intirely ro depend. 

Since then two Parliaments have been of 
different Minds in this Particular, it is with 
all ſubmiſſion left to the Reader to deter- 
mine, upon a due Conſideration of the Pre- 
miſes, which are true in every Particular, 
and of all the Steps that were taken with ſo 
much Caution and Prudence in the whole 
Afﬀair, Whether the granting this new Char- 
ter cou'd with any colour be compar'd to 
the invading the Rights of Corporations in 
former Reigns; to which extravagant height 
ſome general InveQives have been carry'd. 

Upon the whole Matter, this is a full 
and clear State of what has hitherto paſs'd 
relating to the Charter of Bewdley z and no» 
thing more remains to ſet forth the Validity 
or Injuſtice of the whole Proceeding, but to 
expect the legal Iſſue of the wew Orders for 
repealing the ſaid Charter, it any ſuch Orders 
are, or ever ſhall be given.

T hat as the anticnt continued Road lyeth thro” the ſaid Town of Parjore, the Inhabitants 
thereof are defirous to have the fame repaired, wiich cannot be cilectuilly done without the 
Aid of Parliament.

f | \HE Commiſhoners of Her Majeſty's Cuſtoms, having re- 
preſented to the Earl of Dezby, that there was a Trade car- 
ried on in the fe of Mar prejudicial to Her Majeſty's Cu- 

ſtoms, his Lordſhip returned Anſwer, that he was ready as tar as 

in him lay, to remedy, the Cauſe of ſuch Complaints. 

In purfſurance whereof, Propoſals were laid before the faid Com- 
miſhioners about the 23d of September laſt, and Perſons appointed by 
the Lord and Government ot the Iſland, to attend them on that 
Afﬀair. 

About the 6th of March laſt, the faid Perſons were called beiore 
the ſaid Commiſſioners, for the Conſideration of thoſe Propoſals, and 
the ſaid Commiſſioners of the Cuſtoms made {uch Amendments 
therein, as they thought neceſſary for the Advantage of the Crown, 
and formed them into Two Bills, v7z. one propoſed to be pafſfed 
in Parliament here, allowing the Growth, Product and Manufa- 
Cture of the Iſland, with a certain quantity of Liquors for the 
Uſe of the ſaid Earl of Derby, to be brought into Þria/7 Duty- 
Free; and the other to be paſſed into a Law within the ſaid 
Iſland, laying Traders under ſuch Reſtraints, as would eftetually 


prevent any Damage to the Crown, by the Trade complained of; 
which Bills were laid before the ſaid Earl, who comply'd with 
the ſame, tho? much to the Diminution of his Rights within the 
Tſland ; and then the faid Commiſſioners of the Cuſtoms, after 
deliberate Conſideration, laid the ſaid Bills betore the Lords Com- 
miſſioners of Her Majeſty's Treaſury and Trade, as the likelieſt 
Means to prevent {uch Complaints for the Future. 


NOW the unfair Trade complained of, being chiefly occa- 
ſfioned by the Duties on the Commodities of that iſland impor- 
ted into Great Britaia, which amount in effect to a Prohibition. 

And it being manifeſt, relation being had to the faid Bills, 
that if the Duties were taken off, the Trade complained of 
would immediately ceaſe, becauſe it would then be rhe Inrereſt 
of the Lepiſlature there, as well as the People, to prevent it. 

It 1s therefore humbly hop'd, that the Parliament of Great 
Britazz will think fit to paſs the Bill abovementioned, that the 
Inhabitants of the Iſland may be enable4, to Barter their Commo- 
dities with Britain, for Salt, Coals, Iron, Hops, Hard-Ware, &c. 
without which, they cannot poſſibly fubſilt, 

By which Means, a fair Trade will be ſecured, as well as Her 
Majeſty's Revenue, and a ſree People preſerved from Ruine, which 
otherwiſe muſt inevitably follow, becauſe their Importations (ſince 
their Fiſhing has failed} have conſiderably exceeded their Expar- 
tations Yearly. |
